“Of course I cannot speak 
officially, but I have pretty good reason 
to believe that the court sentenced 
Whittaker to be dishonorably dismissed 
from tho service, to be imprisoned one 
year, and to pay a fine. I have heard 
that this wa9 substantially the unani­ 
mous 
verdict 
ofj the 
court, 
and 
that six or seven of tile members recom­ 
mended that, in view of certain mitigat­ 
ing circumstances, tho sentence of fine 
and imprisonment bo remitted.” 
“ Do you think the findings of the 
court-martial will receive tho approval of 
the President?” the reporter asked. 
“ Of course I cannot tell as to that. 
The 
judge-advocate-geuoral 
has 
re­ 
viewed the proceedings of the court. 
While I was in Washington I heard that 
the judge-advocate-general had prepared 
a very exhaustive aud thorough review’ 
of the whole case, and has submitted it 
to the secretary of war.” 
“Did you hear w hat conclusions the 
Judge-Advocate-General reached ?” 
44 Well, I heard that he considered the 
evidence of Whittaker's guilt insufficient, 
aud the matter of W hittaker’s treatment 
by his officers aud comrades at tho mili­ 
tary academy, and criticised very sharply 
the circumstances which led the commis­ 
sion of the outrage upon the colored 
cadet.

Execution of Quakers on Boston Com 
mon In the Seventeenth Century. 
Somewhere beneath the soil of Boston 
Common lid the ashes of four so-callec 
Quakers—three men and one woman— 
who were cast into their rude graves af­ 
ter they liad been executed on the gal 
lows, between Hie years 1659 and 1661. 
This death-penalty was the culmination 
of the successive inflictions to which 
Puritan legislators vainly had recourse 
to lie rid of an intolerable plague. 
It 
was denounced upon such as, returning 
a fourth time after punishment and ban­ 
ishment, refused, even when on the gal­ 
lows, to keep their lives on condition 
that they would not again obtrude them 
selves where they were so unwelcome 
Their refusal to comply with this condi­ 
tion convinced tho magistrates, who 
“ desired their lives absent 
rather 
than their deaths present,” that “ they 
courted death and thrust themselves 
upon i t ” 
Homo roaders may find relief in tho 
fact that, even after the long trial of the 
patience of the magistrates, the inflic­ 
tion of the death-penalty was effected 
only by the vote of a bare majority of 
the court, and was most vehemently op­ 
posed by earnest remonstrances from 
some of the best people. 
Our historian, 
Hutchinson, 
rightly 
balances 
“ the 
strange delusion tho Quakers were under 
in courting persecution, and tho im­ 
prudence of tho authorities in gratify­ 
ing this humor as far as their utmost 
wishes could carry them.” One may all 
tho more regret the heady temper, the 
rancor, and tho violence shown on either 
side because tile parties were so admira­ 
bly qualified for testing their issues by 
disputation and the tongue. 
Richard 
Baxter foiled tho woapon of one very 
persistent Quaker, who had been argu­ 
ing that all men wero illumined by the 
inner light, by asking the question, “ If 
all have it, why may not I have it ?”* 
What would have been the final work­ 
ing out of the pitched conflict loetween 
Quaker contumacy and Puritan persist­ 
ency had they l>een left to tho action of 
their own energies, without tho inter­ 
vention of an external mediating agency, 
it would hardly liavo been difficult for 
any but the most resolute and stem of 
tho magistrates to have forecast. 
The 
Quakers would have conquered by sim­ 
ple endurance. 
Their weapons were 
what in tho immediate future were to bo 
recognized as vital and effective truths. 
But one of the sufferers having gone to 
England and gained access to Charles 
II., brought back from the monarch a 
peremptory command that tho death- 
penalty against the Quakers should bo 
no more inflicted, and that those who 
were under judgment or in prison should 
bo sent to England for trial. 
Tho King’s interference with the stern 
rule of the Puritan commonwealth also 
involved the immediate removal of the 
restriction of tho franchise to church 
members, and its extension to all citi­ 
zens w’lio wero in other respects entitled 
to it. 
Tho court, however, managed to 
evade the concession here required of 
them by substituting conditions which 
substantially retained the rigid method 
of securing the ballot. 
On this point— 
the vital and all-essential security of 
their original polity—they were soon 
compelled to yield, because the royal 
mandate was reinforced by so strong a 
party of the uncovenanted non-voters 
within tho colony insisting upon their 
rights. 
Not till tile provincial was substituted 
for the colonial charter was the spell of 
the 
Puritan 
domination effectually 
broken ; and then the Puritan common­ 
wealth was prostrated. 
Tho survival 
from it in tradition, in influence, in the 
BW ay of manifold habits and customs, 
and in the lessons of childhood retaining 
their power over those who lived to ad­ 
vanced age, perpetuated very much of 
its austere aud characteristic qualities 
in this community. 
Nor oxen in these 
days, among the mixed and diversified 
elements of our population, and all tho 
relaxing and liberalizing results of the 
most radical social change, is the fire in 
tho ashes of Puritanism wholly extin­ 
guished.— George E. Ellis.

THE FIRST PIANO. 


In 1857—it may have boon five years

Tho fire was low aud rapid, and the loss 
in front of their guns was more than IOO 
killed in ten minutes. 
Regiments have

over half that number.

these seventeen was so continuous that 
McClellan forwarded a brigade to tin ii 
support, believing that an entire regi­ 
ment had been cut off.

man in all a g ee, a sealed book. He re­ 
garded them not only aa an image, bot 
as tho actual dwelling-place of Omnipp* 
tence. HL# dreaded Manitou, whoWD 
voice was the thunder, whose anger the 
lightning, and on whose face no mortal 
could look and live, w as tho counterpart 
of the terrible Thor, the Icelandic god, 
throned in a palace of ice, among frozen 
and inaccessible peaks. So for, then, 
aa he was concerned, the mountain re­ 
mained inviolate, inviolable, as a kind 
of holt filled with the despairing shrieks 
of those who, in an evil Imjut, trans­ 
gressed the limits Barred to immortals. 
The first mention I hayg pmt with of 
the Indian name for these mountains is 
in the narrative of Cant John Gyles, 
printed in Boston in 1736, saying that 
“ the White Hills, called tho Toddon 
[Katahdin], at tho head of Penobscot 
river. Are, by the Indians, said to be 
much higher than those called Agiocko- 
chook, above Saco.” The probable sig­ 
nification of this Indian word is, accord­ 
ing to the best living authority, “ the 
mountains on that side," or “over yon­ 
der,” to distinguish them from the 
mountains of the Penobscot 
It is not precisely known when or how 
these granite peaks first took the name 
of White mountains. We find them so 
designated in 1672 bv Joeselyn, who 
himself performed the feat of ascending 
the highest summit, of which a brief 
record is found in his “ New England’s 
Borities. ” One cannot help saying of 
this book that either the author was a 
liar of the first magnitude, or else wa 
have to regret the degeneracy of nature, 
exhausted'

as big as a child a year old, and of poi­ 
sonous serpents which the Indians 
caught with their bare hands, and ate 
alive with great gusta These are rari­ 
ties indeed! 
Tho name is traced, not, as in the case (rf 
Mont Blanc, to the fact that their peaks 
are covered with perpetual snows, for 
this is true of only finJf the year, bat 
from the circumst&noe that the bara 
granite of which the highest are com­ 
posed transmits a white light when ob­ 
served from a distance. Mariners ap­ 
proaching from the open sea descried 
what seemed a cloud-bank rising from 
the landward horizon when twenty 
leagues from the nearest coast, and bo* 
fore any other land was risible.—Har­ 
p e /8 Magazine.
